EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3, 4, 8-25, and 31 -36 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claim 8, a device for monitoring pressure wherein said control means is a source of 
said connect command signal and said disconnect command signal, in combination with 
all other limitations of independent claim 8, is not disclosed nor deemed obvious in view 
of the prior art of record. With respect to claim 16, a device for monitoring pressure in a 
fluid system wherein the fluid system comprises a first and a second fluid subsystem, at 
least one fluid connection means having a plurality of ports for interconnection and 
responsive to a connect command signal, in combination with all other limitations of 
independent claim 16, is not disclosed nor deemed obvious in view of the prior art of 
record. Furthermore, with respect to claim 31 , a method of monitoring pressure in a 
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fluid system comprised of providing said control means withi a library hiaving entries 
comprising sets of command signals and sets of normal pressure values; issuing the 
command signals of an entry from said control means; comparing said measured 
pressures to said normal pressure values; and reporting differences that exceed a 
preset threshold, in combination with all other limitations of independent claim 31 , is not 
disclosed nor deemed obvious in view of the phor art of record.
